Laos, Siam,— We hsd a very pleas- 
ant Xmas. Festivities began the

The men raced horseback, 
and after they bad each caught three 
balls his lady threw him, they raced 
back to the goal— the one reaching 
it first winning the prize. Some of 
the women threw wild and the men 
couldn't catch the balls at al . My 
partner thought the men were go-

1. The Act 1911 requires all 
didates for the office of County 
Superintendent, except those who 
are now in office, to hold a State 
Certificate issued by the State Board 
of Examiners, which does not ex- 
pire during the anticipated term of 
office. 

2, The applicant may qualify by 
taking a special examination to be 
held in the Department of Educa- 
tion, Frankfort, May 30 and 31, and 
June 27 and 28. This examination 
is in all respects equivalent to the 
examination for the regular State 
Certificate. 

3 The applicant may qualify by 
taking the regular State Exami- 
nation, June 20 and 21. either in the 
county in which the applicant re- 
aides or in Frankfort, before the 
State Board of Examiners. 

4 Applicents may qualify after 
nominations are made in the August 
Primary. However, there is only 
one chance after the Primary, and 
that is in the regular State Exami- 
nation in August, and the candidate 
can not take this examination, ex- 
cept in his home county, where he 
expects to run for office, or in 
Frankfort in the Department of 
Education. 

5 Incumbents in office, under the 
law, are qualified by virtue of their 
paat tenure of office, to run for re- 
election without further examina- 
tion. 

6 The 1912 law prescribes that 
all candidates who are not incmbents 
in office, must either have a certifi- 
ate as herein described, or take this 
special examination, which is in all 
respects, the equivalent of a State 
Certificate. Therefore, all such 
candidates must have taught two 
years, the time required by law to 
secure a State Certificate.

TV oilier day thorp turned up in 
a Ixmdon "old clo' " establishment a 
wooden snutTlnu with an inscription 
on the lid which awakened curios- 
it and led to its transfer to a coj- 
Wtor for a few shillings. The in- 
scription ran thus: "This boa is 
made of oak which formed part of 
the original foundations of Old 
Slorkwell bridge, (llasgow. a pirnc- 
ture built !>y Bishop Rae about the 
year 134.1. in the reign of King Da- 
vid, son of Kobert the Bruce." 

This bridge, known as the "Great 
Brig of Glasgow" or the "Bishop's 
bridge," was for 400 years the sole 
means of communication between 
the banks of the Clyde. Across it 
passed the Regent Murray with his 
Glasgow Burgher Auxiliaries on his 
way to I^angside, Archbishop Beaton 
in his flight to France with the city 
records and the cathedral jewels, and 
Prince Charlie in his ten days' so- 
journ. 

Its twelve-foot-wide passage was 
such that two wheelbarrows trembled 
when they met, and so crazy did it 
become that it was enacted that the 
wheels of farts should be taken off 
and the body slidden across. 

But the interest of the snuffbox 
does not end there. For, stamped in 
the floor of the box is the maker's 
name, "W. Johnston, Auchinleck," 
this Johnston being a famous maker 
of the "Mauchline snuffboxes" with 
the invisible hinge beloved of the 
devotees of the weed in powder form. 
The invisible hinge had been the in- 
vention of a Laurencekirk maker, 
hut a clever Ayrshire smith discov- 
ered the secret and started what be- 
came afterwards a noted industry 
and a profitable manufacture.

Statesman Made, Lost and Paid Wager 
of Guinea In th« Houaa of 
Commofli. 

Legislators in the house of lords 
at work on a letting bill remind us 
that grave statesmen in the house of 

commons itself hare been known to 

relieve the tedium of debate by sport- 
ive bets made across the floor of the 
hrmae. It was in the month of Feb- 
ruary, 1741, that Sir Kobert Wal- 
pole having been accused of certain 
high misdemeanors, marie an emo- 
tional quotation from Horace, to 
which Pulteney replied that the 
right honorable gentleman's logic 
and Iiatin were equally inaccurate. 
Walpole defended his quotation, 
backing it with the wager of a 
guinea. The clerk was sent for and 
derided against Walpole, who threw 
the guinea to Pulteney. 

The curious niay^ now see this 
guinea in the medal room of the 
British museum, with a note in the 
handwriting of Pulteney: "This 
guinea I desire may be kept as an 
heirloom. It was won of Sir Kobert 
Walpole in the house of commons, 
he asserting the verse in Horace to 
be 'nulli pallescere culpae,' whereas 
I laid the wager of a guinea that it 
was 'nulla pallescere culpa.' He sent 
for the book and being convinced 
that he had lost gave me this guinea. 
I told him I could take the money 
without any blush on my side, but 
believed it was the only money he 
ever gave in that house where the 
giver and receiver ought not equally 
to blush. This guinea, I hope, will 
prove to my posterity the use of 
knowing Latin, and encourage them 
in their learning." — I>ondon Chron- 
icle.

WHAT COLOR IS THE EARTH? 

Probably It Looks Green to Neighbor- 
ing Planeta Because of the Sur- 
face Vegetation. 

Mjmv different conjectures as to 
just what color light we reflect to 
our neighboring planets have been 
made from time to time, and the 
consensus of opinion seems to be that 
whatever color it does throw i3 de- 
termined by the vegetation on the 
surface. i 

It is not the highest form of plants 
that always produce the greatest ef- 
fects. Some of the most striking 
scenes on the earth owe their char- 
acteristic features to mosses and 
lichens — for instance, the famous 
"crimson cliffs" of Greenland, which 
extend for miles northward from 
Cape York and derive their glorious 
color from the growth of red lichens 
that cover their faces. 
- On the same principle it is thought 
that the earth's broad expanse of for- 
est and prairie land causes ourplan- 
et to reflect a considerable quantity 
of green light, which at the time of 
the new moon spreuds a greenish 
light over that part of the lunar 
surface which is only illuminated 
from the earth.

MOVING DAY 



IXCILUNT MEAL MAY BE PHI- 
FARED IN ADVANCE. 



Easy to Pack Everything That la Re- 
quired and Have Suit Caee Handy 
Day of General 
Discomfort. 

Tho Mnal srrnngptnent on moving 
day or In housecleatilng time, ao far 
aa tho 1 ulinnry end of the household 
fa concerned, la to take dinner out. 
Somi tlmea a klnd-heortod friend atepa 
Into the breach with an invluuion to 
dinner; sometimes a nearby hotel or 
restaurant suggests Itself as a solu- 
tion ot the difficulty. Sometimes, how- 
ever, dinner at home la a necessity. 
And if It ia there 1a no reason why 
it ahould be the unsavory, inhoapltable 
meal It sometimes ia. 

A moving day dinner can be packed 
In a suit caae. It can ba prepared the 
day before, packed the morning of the 
move, labeled and placed carefully In 
pantry, kitchen or dining room of the 
new house, and opened five or ten 
minutes before time for serving. 

The suit caae ahould be stored with 
plates, cups, sliver, napklna and table- 
cloth, candles and matchea— often the 
gaa and electricity are not on tap the 
first night — and, If the mover have 
one, a chafing dish and a percolator. 
All theae thlnga can be placed the day 
or the week before. A bottle ot al- 
cohol for the spirit lamps ahould he 
added on moving day. with a bottle of 
cream, a loaf of bread, a package of 
ground coffee, a pat of butter and such 
food aB has been planned and pre- 
pared. The dollies or cloth can be 
spread on tables set up anywhere, or 
even on packing boxes, the candlea 
lighted, coffee made In the percola- 
tor, one or two hot dishes prepared In 
tho chafing dish, the cold food served, 
and In ten minutes a feast fit for a 
traveling gypsy king can be ready. 

Soup served in cups, cold veal loaf, 
creamed potatoes, currant Jelly, veg- 
etable salad. Ice cream, coffee, cheese 
nnd biscuits can constitute a suit case 
spread. The sonp, made tho day be- 
fore, can be carried in a large fruit 
Jar with rubber and screw top, or else 
it can be bought in a tin and opened, 
when it is warmed in the chafing dish, 
and while the dinars are eating It thf 
creamed potatoes, prepared the day be; 
fore and kept on the Ice and carried 
In a fruit Jar, can be heated. The veal 
loaf made the day before can be 
wrapped in a napkin or waxed paper, 
and the Jelly naturally travels in ita 
own glass. Lettuce for the salad, 
washed and pulled apart, 1b wrapped 
In a wet cloth and then In waxed pa- 
per. The vegetables — peas, beans and 
diced carrota — can be packed, dressed 
with oil and vinegar, In a Bmall glass 
Jar. A box of biscuits and a cake of 
cheese also find place In the suit case. 
Ice cream, ordered delivered at the 
new house, makes an easy dessert. 



German Dumplings. 
Take the crust from three or four 
small rolls and cut the crumb In 
small pieces. Put into a basin, pour 
boiling milk over them and soak for 
twenty minutes. Press to drain off 
superfluous milk, put in a saucepan 
and beat over the fire with a apoon 
until hot. Set back and season with 
salt and pepper. Cut one-half pound 
of bacon in small pieces and fry with 
some of the crusts cut in dice. Mix 
fried crumbs and bacon with soaked 
bread; add five ounces of butter in 
small lumps and enough beaten egg 
to bind the mixture without making 
too soft. Divide in equal sized mass 
es, roll evenly round, flouring the 
hands freely. Plunge Into a saucepan 
>t salt boiling water and cook ten 
minutes without uncovering. Drain, 
put on a hot dish, pour over brown 
clarified butter and serve. 



Oyster Canapes. • 

This is one of the simplest to con- 
struct, and also one of the most effec 
tive, of the flower decorations. Two 
rounds of bread, which have been 
sauted in butter on one side only, are 
spread with an oyster mixture made 
from six large oysters, one tablespoon- 
ful of capers, and the same of pimen- 
to, chopped fine; add one tablespoon 
ful of horseradish, salt, and a dash of 
cayenne pepper with mayonnaise to 
form a thick paste. Strips of the 
whites of hard boiled eggs are cut in 
slender petals with a sharp pair of 
scissors and arranged about a yellow 
center, In the shape of a daisy or 
chrysanthemum—Harper's 



Veal Croquettes. 

Put two cupful* of finely chopped 
veal In a saucepan, add two table- 
spoonfuls of fine bread crumbs, one 
teaspoonful ot butter, the beaten yolks 
of two eggs, one teaspoonful of onion 
Juice, one hiejr teaspoonful of salt, one 
saltspoonful of paprika and speo of 
mace Stir the mixture over the fire 
until thoroughly heated, then set aside 
to cool Shape Into croquettes, dtp In 
•ten egg. roll In fine crumbs, let 
stand one or more hours and fry until 
well browned

After frying pork or bacon, put Into 
the fat slices of stale bread.
